BIG SIEGE GUNS HAVE BEEN SENT. 



ITes Tboniand Wooden Boxes In Which 

the Killed Are to »e Placed 
«nd Cremated Delivered. 



The Japn, Contrary to Expectations, 
Are Beginning to Advance Along 
the Whole Line of the Ru•^ 
•ian Eastern Front. 



Llao Yonc. Aug. 27.— According to 
the beet lafonnatloa obtainable the 
Japaaeee are preparing for a desper- 
ate attack on Llao Yang, in which, the 

Chlnepe say, they are confident of suc- 
cess. Siege guns have been sent from 
Yin Kow to Tatchekaio. Intended for 
use against Gen. Kuropatkln's posi- 
tloaa 

A eurions indication at these post- 
tlone of the methodical preparation for 
a blK battle Is the fact that lo.onO 
wooden boxes In which it Is Intended 
to place the killed who are to be cre- 
mated on the battlefield have been de- 
IlTered in the neighborhood of Liao 
Yanp and that 800 Chlnose have hoen 
enpafjtd to burn the bodies of those 
who may be killed. 

The present dispofiition of the Jap- 
anesf' forces is as follows: 

Gen. Kuroki with 100.000 men Is be- 
tween Khoyan and Shan Outzlatzy; 
Gen. Nodzii with nO.noo is on (he line 
between Simouch eng and Khalin, and 
Hen. Oku. whose force has been great- 
ly depleted by withdrawals for the 
Port Arthur siege, la at Haicheng. 

Kantzenton (Seven Miles Southeast 
of Liao Yang), Aug, 27.— Contrary to 
the expectations of the Russians ihe 
Japanese are beginning to Hdv.ince 
along the whole line of th.' Kussian 
eastern front. On the morning of Au- 
gnat 24 there was a rifle akiraiisb and 
the next day the Japanese artillery 
opened fire. On both days the firing 
ceased at dusk and the small energy 
displayed by the Japanese might have 
l)een taken to indicate that It was 
morely a demonstration or a recon- 
naiaaance in foree. On the morning of 
the 2«th, however, the rifle and artil- 
lery flre was renewed with an energy 
that left no doubt that • aetere battle 
was intended. 

The Japanese pushed their attack 
against the Russian right flank and 
center, concentrating their flre upon 
the first battery of the third brigade. 
Three officers and several men were 
wounded early in the day, hut the bat 
tery held its position and replied to 
the JapancKe fire with such marked 
effect that Gen. Ivanoff (who ^om- 
ownda the lata Gen. Coont Keller's 
corps), sent a congratulatory message 
to Its commander. 

The Japanese several times attempt- 
ed to cross the Tankiefo (Llank river), 
but only a few succeeded and they 
were forced to hide in the fields of 
Chinese com. 

At 2 o'clock In the afternoon the ar- 
tillery flre'hecame as hot as it was at 
Vafangow, but it fluctuated considi m 
bly and occasionally the Russian flre 
almost silenced that of the Japanese. 
Rain fell in torrents at 4 o'clock but 
it did not stop the fighting and late in 
the evening several Russian cnmpan- 
iea moved forward to the attack. 

It is not yet possible to state defi- 
nitely the result of the battle, but it is 
claimed that the Rnsaians were sue- 
eeseful.

Whan the indictment was found 
feltner employed the late J. H. Mar- 
cum to defend him. and gave bond in 
the sum of |5,000 for bis appearance, 
but owing to Marcum'a enforced ab- 
sence from Breathitt eoanty, he did 
not return for trial and his bond was 
forfeited. A reward of $5<iO wa.s of- 
fered for his apprehension, but not un- 
til Friday did his whereabouts become 
known.

an alBdavlt to the effect that he, with 
others, had been employed by certain 
men in Breathitt county to kill Mar- 
cum. Feltner will be a witness for the 
plaintiff in the suit of Mrs. J. R Mar> 
oum against Judge James Haivis, Alex 
Hargis, F. F. French and Ed Callahan 
for $100,000 damages for alleged con- 
spiracy to kill her husband, which is 
set for bearing at the September term 
of the Clark circuit court. Feltner de- 
cUnea to make a statement, only say> 
ing that he haa been out west.

San Francisco, Aug. 27.— Like tha 
verieai amateur in the prize ring. Jack 
Munroe, of Butte, Mont, went down 
and out befera Champion James J. Jef- 
fries Friday night in the second round 
The man from the mining district 
made such an extremely norry show 
ing that the great throng in Mecban 
ics Pavilion roundly hooted him as he 
protested to Referee Qraney against 
the decision that had been given in 
favor of Jeffries. 

The two giants had not been iu the 
ring two minutes when it was fore 
seen that the aspirations of Munroe 
would be ssickly disposed of. The 
miner was scared and awkward and 
Jeffries in the first round had him 
twice on the canvass taking the count. 

Jeffries directed his lioiiibanlnient 
against the stomach of lifs opponent 
and each shot was followed by a blow 
on the Jaw that sent Munroe to his 
knees. Jeffries went back to his cor- 
ner after the opening round with a 
sn( er and a laugh on his swarthy face 
while Munroe'H seconds busied them 
selves with smelling salts and reatora 
tives. When tha two came together 
for the second round the laugh on the 
champion's visage changed to a look 
of determination that boded ill to the 
miner. 

Forty-flve seconds after the gong 
sounded Munroe was lying on the floor, 
a bloody, bruised mass of humanity, 
with Jeffries standing over him, ready 
if necessary to put the quietus on the 
championship ambitions of his adver 
sary. The miner was too dazed to 
rise to his feet and the time-keepers 
counted him ont, but tha husky man 
from Southern California did not un- 
derstand that the victory was already 
his, nor did Munroe realize that his 
pugilistic star had so early set, and 
the two men, in a moment or two, 
facing one another and Jeffries landed 
a terrific blow on tha Jaw of his sUg- 
gering opponent It was this time 
that Graney came forward and ordered 
Jeffries away, telling him that the 
flght was ended in his favor. 

Munroe tottered to his corner with 
blood streaming from his face and 
fell into his ehalf dazed and helpless. 
His seconds immediately began work- 
ing on hJm to freshen him and when 
he came to a realization that tbe tight 
had gone against him he arose and, 
going over to Referee Oraney, t>egan 
to protest. Tbe huge crowd under- 
stood that from his protesting gesti- 
culations, etc., the purport of his talk 
to Graney, and a mighty volume of 
.jft-ring and hissing t vid.iiced Ilie st n- 
tinient of the spectators, many of 
w hom had placed money on the miner 
that be would atay at least double the 
number of rounds before the cham- 
pion. From the time the bell rang for 
the commencement of the battle to 
the time that the count of ten had 
been uttered against .Vlunroe, only four 
minutes and 46 seconds had elapsed. 
Tbe flght demonstrated, if nothing 
else, that the world has yet to pro- 
duce a pugilist who will dlsi)lnce 
James J. Jeffries as chanijjion of the 
world. 

A great thrf)ng witnessed tbe con- 
test. Estimates of the number' in at- 
tendance range from 7.000 to 8,ooo. 
and it is believed that the gate receipts 
will approximate |.ir.,000. 

The miner's showing was a disap- 
pointment to tbone wIkj had the confi- 
dence that he would at least repeat 
in some degree hia performanco in 
Butte, whan JaSriea failed to put him 
out In four rounds. In the first few 
moments of the opening round he 
made some show of aggressiveness, 
but that he was thoroughly scared was 
evident from the manner In which he 
broke ground and awkwardly endeav- 
ored to guard himself whan JdMas 
advanced toward him. 

Jeffries did not extend himself at 
any time of the short contest, nor diil 
he deliver a blow that required the 
full strength at his powerful arm. Tbe 
shots that aent the miner down ware 
of the abort arm variety that found 
easy lodgment on the jaw of the man 
from Butte, but ther« mu.st have been 
terrific Impact behind them which was 
shown by the way the 2t»0 pounds of 
flesh went down with a thud on tbe 
canvaaa.

Board of Naval Bngineera Experts 
Completed An Examination of It 

Washington, Aug. 27. — A board of 
naval enginaerins axperta haa Just 
completed a thorough examination of 

the Turbina, one of the latest develop- 
ments In the use of the str.uu turbine 
IS api)lied to vessels. The results of 
the inspection will be made known in 
detail In a report on the whole sub- 
ject of turbina power which the board 
will prepare, but meanwhile it may be 

stated that the performance of the tur- 
bine was regarded as highly satisfac- 
tory. There wa.s a complete absence 
of vibration, a most important consid- 
eration in gun pointing and In the 
comfort of tha craw. Furtharmora. al- 
most no repalra are necessary to the 
engines, there being no friction except 
In a few bearings. There is no pound- 
ing and thudding of engines, nothing 
but a soft rush of steam through the 
pipes, so that noise is suppressed, an- 
other valuable conaideration in naval 
combata.

Labor Leaders Announce That the 
Strike Will Be Settled Wednesday, 
But Say the Strike Will 
Not Be Called Off. 

Chicago, Ang. ST.— Tha eonfereneee 

of the committee appointed earlier in 
the week to attempt a settlement of 
the stockyards strike, with the parties 
to the dispute resulted In nothing. 
There is no present prospect that they 
will result in anything in tbe future, 
and tha ehaneaa of aa agreamant be- 
tween the packers and the strikers ap- 
pear very meager. The strike leaders 
appearcii tx'fore the committee Fri- 
day morning and stated their side of 
the case. They did not suggest to tha 
aldemanic committee that It make any 
overtures to the packers, but simply 
gave t!> M '^ide of the case. 

Tht I . )iM sentatlves of the packers 
then ai>peared before tlie committee 
and after a session that lasted three 
hours Mayor Harrison said: "The 
packers have said Just what they said 
before — that they are running their 
plants and have nothing to arbitrate, 
and that there is no reason why they 
shoiild confer with the men." 

"Then it is all oft?" 

"That is about what It amoimts to." 

"We heard a review of the entire 
strike trouble." eontinned the mayor, 
"and the packers say that in every 
communlly except Chicago and t)tnatia 
the strike is practically over, anil they 
claim that with 75 per cent, of tbe men 
that they employed in Chicago before 
the atrika thay are now turning out 92 
per cent, of their normal output." 

The labor leaders Friday night an- 
nounced that in all probability the 
strike would be "settled peaceal)ly" 
before Wednesday of next week. They 
declined to explain tha eauaa ot their 
belief, but were posltlTO in thatr atata- 
meats that the strike would not be 
called off. President Donnelly, of the 
nutchers' union, has called all the 
members of the butchers' executive 
board to meet in thia city next Wed- 
neadajr.

Books of 
registration and blank certificates are to 
be provided by the County Clerk. 

Additional regiatration daya may be fix* 
eb by the Town Oooncil, at the town'a ex- 
penee, no date to be later than the third 
Tuesday in October. 

Voters absent from the town or too ill to 
atten<l may register with the County 
.Clerk by tiling affidavit of same on Mon- 
day, Tneaday or Wedneeday b«fara the 
elaeiion, thic year bdng November 1, 2 
and 3. 

Oertifloatee of registration are issued 

the voter and he is required to present 
same at time of voting. If lost or mis- 
placed, by filing affidavit of same and pay- 
ment of a fee of fifty cents the Clerk may 
fasne a duplicate certificate on election 
day. 

OUallengea ate permitted daring regis- 
tration day and npon application a time 

may be set apart to purge the registration 
rolls of illegally registered voters.
